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HISTORICAL SKETCH; 


Of the PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH in SAVANNAH, 
transmitted io the editor, by their present 
worthy Pastor, the rev. Rosert SMITH. 


y Fe PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH iN SAVANNAH} 
it would feem, exifted as early as the year 1760+¢ 
having then erected their firft houfe of worihip; 
under the miniftry of the rev. Fobn Foachim Zubly; 
b. D. their firft paftor, from the town of St. Gall, 
in Switzerland: Toa mind, quick and penetrat- 
ing, energetic and enlightened, it would appear 
that this eminent fervant of the Lorp; united a 
heart glowing with loveto gop and man. Asa 
{cholar, a chriftian, and a divine, few characters, 
are more worthy of being recollected by pofterity, 
and berter qualified to fhine onthe page of hifto— 
ry. With perfevering affiduity and univerfal 
efteem, he continued to fofter the rifing church, 
‘till the revolucionary war; when, hayine differed 
in opinion from the people of thefe United States, 
with refpect to their Independence as a nation, he 
incurred their difpleafure, his {pirits were deprefs~ 
ed, his health declined, the fhades of the evening 
thickened faft around him, at iength the bright 
luminary fet—under a cloud, in the view of his 
fellow-citizens, yet, doubtlefs, to fhine asa ftar of 
the firft magnitude in the world of eternal glory; 
He departed this life at Savannah, July, 1781. - 
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By the death of this venerable minifter of the 
New Teftament, and the effects of war, ever 
baneful to the interefts of religion, it would feem 
that the growing profperity of the church was 
checked, that the f{pirit of piety was chilled, that 
their order and zeal decreafed, and continued to 
decline, *till they were again fupplied with a ftated 
miniftry of theword. Of this invaluable bleffing, 
after being long deftitute of it, they were put in 
poffeflion by the fettlement ofthe rev. Mr. TuHo- 
MAS Harris McCaute,as their minifter, A.D. 
93. This gentleman, it would appear, like his pre 
deceflor was diftinguifhed forthe brilliancy of his 
mind, the extent of his erudition, and the corrects 
nefs and fuavity of his manners. Having with 
high approbation, for feveral years, filled the prefi- 
dency of Mount Sion College, in the ftate of South 
Carolina, be at length refigned his important 
ftation, and finally, finifhed his diftinguifhed 
career, in the exercife of his .miniftry at Savannah, 
September 13th, 1796. 


Shortly after the deceafe of this learned and 
worthy character, the building appropriated to 
public worihip, with a-great part of the city was 
laid in ruins by the devouring flame. Amidft 
the anxieties and diftractions, naturally occafioned 
by an event fo calamitous, it would feem, that the 
neceffity of-re-eftablifhing the means of religion, 
was ftill felt as an object of general concern.— 
Accordingly, a call was forwarded to the rev. Mr. 
Wanter Monrerry, originally from the Church 
of Scotland, shen, in the connection of the Prefby- 
tery of New-Brunfwick, in the ftate of New-Jerfey, 
inviting him to take the paftoral charge of the def- 
titute Church. Having taken the call under con- 
fideration, he repaired to the Congregation, and 
having labored among them about eighteen months, 
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with high approbation, particularly for the ele- 

ance and accuracy of his pulpit performances, 
he returned to the North in declining health, to 
make arrangements for his permanent refidence in 
Savannah, and was removed by death at Albany; 
OdGober, 1799. 

After the death of Mr. M. the niembers of 
the congregation, with thofe of moft other denom~ 
inations in the city, were, in confequence of a 
general invitation, fupplied with the much ap- 

roved, and highly ufeful miniftry of the rev. Mr. 
Sona’ Hoxcomsge, and who, at prefent, offici~ 
ates to a very refpectable congregation. And, 
that he may long continue to meet with that gene- 
rous encouragement to: which he is moft juftly 
entitled, is the earneft defire and prayer of the 
Writer of this fketch. 

The Prefbyterians, aflifted by the generous 
fubfcriptions of their fellow—citizens, laid the foun- 
dation of a houfe of worfhip, A. D. 1800, which 
by the perfeverance and induftry of the officers of 
the church, was completed, handfomely endowed,* 
and fupplied with the miniftry of the rev. Mr. 
RosBert SM1TH, from Pennfylvania, in the year 
following—who, at prefent, preaches to as nume- 
rous, decent, and attentive a congregation, com- 
pofed principally of the Prefbyterian and Epifco- 
pal denominations, as is, perhaps, to be found in 
any part of the United States. Divine fervice is 
performed twice every Lord’s day—and it is inten- 
ded, that the Sacrement of the fupper be quarterly 
adminiftered. The communicants, at prefent be- 
longing tothe church, including both denomina- 
tions with the Africans, are about one hundred.

HE wildernefs and the folitary place,** 

faith the fpirit of prophecy, ‘* fhall be glad, and 
the defert fhall rejoice and bloffom as the rofe: ae 
Agreeably to the prediction, the God of grace and 
confolation, has looked with compaffion, on the 
wilds of America; and converted the ‘‘ defert’’ 
into ‘‘a fruitful field.” Thanks be to the Most 
HIGH, fongs of falvation have refounded, where 
— nothing was formerly to be heard, but the favage 
yell ! The hely myfteries of chriftianity have been 
aihisent where the untutored Indian, not long 
2g0 performed the rude rites of his wor (hip! ’ 


Our fathers fram beyond the feas, were care- 
ful, immediately on their onsiailh, to build an altar 
to their GOD, to erect the ftandard of the crofs, 
and to invite their Pagan neighbors to range them — 
fcelves around it. Zeal for. the converfion of rhe 
heathen, glowed in their generous bofoms ; while a 
{park of the fame facred ardor, has been tranfmit— 
ted to their fons. The names of an Elliot, of a 
Mahew, of a Caien, and of a Brainerd, who may 
be fty ed Apoftles of the. American. Indians, de- 
hy to be had in everlafting remembrance. In. 
defatigable were their labors. Diftinguifhed was 
their fuccefs. Through their inftrumentality, many 
were brought from darknefs to light. 


Among thefe fervants of the crofs, whofe 
conftant defire and endeavar. it was, to fpread the 
knowledge of the Savior far and wide, the MoRA~ 
yians or the UNITED BRETHREN, deferve par- 

ticular 
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lar notice. No denomination of chriftians, 
ave difcovered greater zeal and perfeverance, or 
have been more fuccefsful inthis arduous and all. 
important undertaking. And what redounds 
much to their praife, ‘‘ while fome other denom- 
‘* inations difplay great zeal, in propagating theif 
** peculiar notions among chriftians, and in mak- 
** ing divifions and alienations -among them, the 
«© Moravians have manifefted their zeal, charity, 
** and felf-denial in propagating the gofpel among 
“thofe, to whom the true cop and our Lorp 
“* JESUS CHRIST were not known.’’ Having di= 
rected their miffionary ardcr to almoft every res 
gion in the eaft, they caft-a fervent eye upon the 
weft. A colony of them arrived at Savannah; 
A. D. 1735, and foon after their arrival, fent out 
miffionaries to inftruct the negro flaves, and the 
Indians of the Creek nation. But being difap- 
pointed with refpect to the fruits of their bene- 
volent labors ; befides, being obliged, contrary to 
their principles, to take up arms in the time of the 
Spanifh invafion, “z: left their poffeffions in 
Georgia, and began; A . D. 1741, to build Bethle= 
hem in Pennfylvania. 


For the furtherance of the gofpel among the 
heathen, three focieties have been formed by the, 
United Brethren—One in London—Another at 
Amfterdam—A third has been formed in the 
United States, and was incorporated by the Legif- 
Jature of Pennfylvania in 1787. This laft fociety 
has been peculiarly active, in fpreading the gof- 
pel among the Indians, in the ftates and in Canada. 
In the former they have three Indian fettlements— 
in the latter one—and have baptized, fince they 
commenced their miffionary operations in Amer- 
lca, between twelve and thirtcer hundred Indians 
of different tribes, 

| Other 
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Other denominations have not been deficien# 
in thefe ‘labors cf love ;’’ but it would appear, 
that they have not engaged in them, with all that 
fyftem, difintereftednefs and zeal which fo emi- 
nently diftinguifh the operations of the United 
Brethren. Of late, however, figns of miflionary 
arder, peculiarly reviving to the hearts of the faith. 
ful, have been exhibited: A fpirit truly apoftol. 
ic, appears to have lighted on the different denom- 
inations beyond the Atlantic ; while a portion of 
the fame facred fervor has been communicated to 
the chriftians in America—Sacraficing their party 
diftin¢ctions on the altar of charity, they have uni- 
ted, as with one heart, in the benevolent. work of 
{preading the gofpel among the Indian tribes, and 
the deftitute frontier fettlements, 


Two Societies have been formed, for the 
above benevolent purpofe, in the ftate of New. 
York—One in the Capital, November rft, 1796—~ 
The other in the City of Albany, February 14th, 
1797. Thefe Societies have in their employ three 
Preachers, and two Catechiits—having affigned to 
them, as the range of their miffionary labors, the 
Chickafaw, the Brotherton, the Stockbridge, the 
Seneca, and Tufcorora Indians. Among their 
tribes, it would feem, that not a little fuccefS has 
attended their exertions, 


A Society contemplating the fame objett as 
the above, has been formed in Connecticut, by 
the general aflociation of the ftate at their feffion, 
in June, 1798. Two Societies of a fimilar de. 
{cription have been conftituted in Mafflachufetts— 
One in the town of Bofton, May, 1799—The 
other, lately formed, in the County of Hamphhire, 
having for its Prefident, his Excellency the Go. 
vernor of the ftate. Thefe Societies promife ex. 
tenfive 
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tenfive ufefulnefs.—Their funds are in a growing 
ftate.—Their concerns are managed with great 
prudence and zeal.—Fervent piety is required as 
an affential qualification in thofe who they employ 
as their miffionaries. May the great Head and 
King of the Church raife up for them, many zeal- 
ous and active fervants of the crofs, who fhall car- 
ry the lamp of the gofpel, to thofe parts of our 
land which are wrapt in the fhades of ignorance 
and vice. :

INTERESTING CONFERENCES AT POWELTON. 


DP ee into confideration the low, and Jan- 
puifhing ftate of religion among the churches 
generally for whom they were concerned, a number 
of minifters, and other leading characters, in:'Geo- 
gia, by mutual agreement, met to hold a religious 
conference, on the firft Lord’s day in May, 18o:, 
at Powelton. Several days were profitably fpent, 
it is hoped, in humble endeavors to ftrengthen the 
things that remained, and to form liberal and judi- 
cious defigns of ufefulnefs. The principal of 
thefe refpected itenerant preaching, through, and 
to the utmoft boundaries of the ftate, and the for- 
mation of a Miffionary Society, to fupport, if no 
more, a couple of pious, and fuitably-gifted min- 
ifters of the gofpel, in confining their labors to 
our dark, and almoft barbarous frontier, where, 
from a variety of obvious circumftances, there can 
be no ftanding miniftry. To mature and contri- 
bute as much as pofiible to the execution of thefe 
plans, whofe objects were to revive, and extend 
the influence of true religion, and of courfe to pro- 
mote morality, good government, and every fo- 
cial bleffing, another conference was appointed at 


the 
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the fame place, thé Thurfday before the firft Sutie 
day in May, 1802. Of this meeting the follows 
ing are the rhinutes :-— 


Thursday, April 29th, 1802. 
1. At 10 o’clock, A. M. brother Foseph Bakey 


delivered a fermon from Ifaiah 35 and 8. 


And an-bigh way shall be there, anda way, and 
$f shall be called the way of holiness: the unclean 
shall not pass over its but it shall be for those, thé 
way-faring men, though fools, shall not err therein. 


2. After a fhort intermiffion, the brethren 
canvened—who were

Brother Fobn Harvey was unanimoufly 
elected moderator, and brother Henry G reybill 
clerk. Adjourned until to-morrow morning, at 
10 o’clock. 


4. Friday, met purfuant to adjournment, 
when bufinefs was opened, as ufual, wah prayer 
and fupplication tO ALMIGHTY GOD. 


5. Qn motion, the minutes of our laft year’s 
conference 
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éonfererice weré fead, and agreeably to a recoms 
rendation they contain, the brethren, Fesse Mer- 
ter, Fohn Rovertsou, Ldmond Talbott, Adam Fones, 
Fobu Harvey, Foseph Baker, and Francis Ross, 
feverally arofe, arid reported 'to the conference the 
profpects, and occurences, moft material to the 
bufinefs in hand, which were the refults of their 
late different tours through the ftate, as preachers 
of the gofpel. 


6. Refolved, that it is the decided opinidn of 
this conference, that the religious interefts for 
which they are immediately concerned begin, al= 
ready, to affume an encouraging afpect, under the 
influence of the partial execution of their lately 
adopted meafures. 


4. Refolved; that we feel ourfelves bourid to 
give itinerate preaching, for the enfuing year, all 
the aid, and encouragement in our power. 


8. Concluded bufinefs with folemn prayer

and adjourned ’till 10 o’ciock to-morrow morning. 


g. Saturday, May 1, 1802, met according to 
adjournment, and after finging, and prayer, the fub- 
ject of union among chriftians of ditferent denom- 
inations, was propofed for difcuffion, by brother 
Jeffe Mercer. 


ro. This fubject appearing to all the breth= 
ren as feafonable and important, was entered on 
accordingly ; and, from the different impreffive 
lights in which it was placed, appeared to excite a 
general, and ardent defire to ufe every endeavor to 
haften the time when the watchmen in Ifrael fhall 
fee eye to eye, and all the real diciples of curisT 
beone, as he and his pivIingE FATHER aré one. 


B As 
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11. As.a meafure tending to produce effects 
fo defirable, on a motion made by brother Henry 
Holcombe, of, and juft arrived from Savannah, a 
committee was appointed to concert a plan of pro- 
moting union, and communion among all real 
chriftians, to be refpectfully {ubmitted, to the con- 
fideration of the Georgia Baptifts, that fhould it 
be approved, they may concur in its adoption. 


12. The brethren nominated, by the modera- 
tor, as members of this committee, were Joseph 
Baker, Fesse Mercer, and Henry Holcombe. 


13. After well adapted exhortation, and prayer, 
adjourned until 9 o’clock to-morrow morning. 


14. Met agreeably to adjournment, and on 
the moderator’s opening bufinefs by a fervent and 
appropriate prayer, the committee appointed to 
draw up aplan to promote union, and communion 
among chriftians, repor/ed, that they are humbly 
of opinion that the number, and prefent fituation 
of the Baptifts of this ftate require a ftricter, and 
more intimate union among themfelves, in order 
the moft etfectually to concentrate their powers for 
any particular purpofe; that they conceive this 
more clegible ftate of the churches might be effect 
ed by a choice of delegates to reprefent each 
church, annually, inthe affociations to which they 
refpeclively belong, vefted with power to elect 
three members from each aflociation, to compofe 
a general committee of the Georgia Baptifts, which 
fhould meet annually, in fome convenient, and, as 
nearly as poffible, centrica! part of the ftate, with 
liberty to confer, and correfpond, with individu- 
als, and focieties, of other denominations, for the 
laudable purpofe of ftrengthening and contracting 


the bonds of a general union, on the pure principles 
O 
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of eternal truth, until all who breathe the fpiric, 
and bear the image of the meek and affectionate 
yesus, fhall enforce a {trict difcipline, and fit to- 
gether at his table; and that the time and place 
for the firft meeting of this committee, fhould it 
be eventually formed, fhall be fixed on by the 
affociation that fhall meet lait, conformably to 
exifting appointments, 


15. On folemn deliberation, agreed, unant. 
mously, that the above report bas the cordial con 
currence of this conference. 


16. The editor of the Georgia Analytical 
Repofitary, was requefted, to give a place, as foon 
as poflible, in that work, to the minutes of this 
conference, for the ferious and candid confid- 
eration of the churches. 


17. Agreed to meet again on the Friday be- 
fore the firft Lord’s day in May, 1803, at this 
place, in order, through the Divine bleffing, tur- 
ther to mature our defigns of ufefulnefs, and par- 
ticularly to form, if poflible,a Miffienary Soci- 
ety. 


18. The bufinefs clofed with prayer, many 
demontftrations of brotherly love, and warm re- 
¢iprocal exhortations,

A SHORT ACCOUNT, 


OF the life and death of Abiel Schweighoffer, Esq. 
who died in Efingban: County, the 26th day of 
December, 1801, inclosed in the following letter 


to the EDITOR, 


REV. AND DEAR BROTHER, 


if have in my imperfect way, given a fhort, but 
true account of part of the life, and the happ 
death of my friend and brother, which I hope will 
prove a means of confolatien tothe fricnds of Zion, 
as well as afupport to them inthat trying hoyr of 
death. When we reflect on death, it appears awful ; 
but when we reflect on dying in the arms of cHrRIsT, 
and CHRIsT in the arms of our faith, as our de 
ceafed brother did, what have we to tear? Ifcop 
be for us, who, or what can hurt us ? Nothing.— 
Should you think proper, pleafe give this a place in 
the Analytical Repolitory, and eblige your unq 
worthy friend,

ABIEL SCHWEIGHOFFER, Efq. was 
born inthe neighborhood of Ebenezer, and brought 
upin the doctrines and rites of the German Lu- 
theran 
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theran Coneregation. He was religioufly edu- 
cated by his parents, and has told me that he 
was formerly of opinion, that he was fully pre- 
pared for death; not that he had ever experi- 
enced the grace of Gop, but fuppofed from his 
having been engrafted into curist by baptifm, 
and walking agreeable to the rules of the gofpel, 
he was thereby fafely in curist jesus. But this 
opinion was notof jong duration. Gop, by his 
mighty power, convinced him of fin; thew os him 
that he was a finner, both by nature and practice, 
and that the former righteoufnefs in which he 
boafted in his mind, was as filthy rags, and would 
not fiand the teft. 


He now was made to deplore his wretched 
fituation, and when he gave up his foul, to for- 
row and grief, as a loft finner, CHRIST JESUS was 
revealed to him by faith, which made his foul 
rejoice in Gop his savior. 


He now faw theignorance in which he had 
lived, and that his former confidence was a 
delufion. After many fcruples of mind, how 
to purfue his chriffian.courfe, he at length 
determined to join a Baptift Church. He wags 
baptized at Newington by the rev. Alexander 
Scott, on the fecond Lord’s day of June 1790. 
He conducted himfelf as one of the followers of 
cHRIsT, and found that faying verified, ‘‘ they that 
are bornafter the flefh, will perfecute them that 
are born after the fpirit.’”’ He was a very honeft 
and induftrious man, a tender hufband, indulgent 
father, faithful friend, a good citizen, and aman 
of {trict veracity, and fobricty. In the difcharge of 
his duty as a magiftrate, and militia officer, he was 
firm and impartial ; quite unacquainted with 

thofe fears, that fo often caufe men to fwerve from 
truth 





et 
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trithand juftice. But cop who difpofeth of alk 
things as feemeth beft for his glory, and the good 
of them that love him, hath thought proper to 
take him away, and we will not murmur. 







In the morning of the 7thof Dec. he was taken 
extremely ill. A few of his neighbors were fent for. 
I went about daylight, and found him in great 
miiery of body ; but, happy to relate, his mind was 
ftrong, clear, and fixed uponthe rock of ages. He 

-told us that his departure was at hand. He wifhed 
fome arrangements to be made, refpecting his pro- 
perty. Thefe wemade as quickas poffible, as every 
perfon there concluded he would not live long. He, 
in the moft compofed manner, gave every direction 
about the difpofition of his property, and perfon ; | 
how, and where he wiihed to be buried, fre- ¥ 
quently defired his dear wife and children, not to 
fret and mourn for him, as his Gop had need of 
him, and was now about to take him to himfelf ; 

| and as he hoped cop would give him patience to 

at wait until his change come. His pain was fo great 

, in the body, that he wifhed to be delivered from it, 
that he might be with jesus, where all was joy, 
and no pain, nor forrow. ‘‘ You my love, faid he, 
to his wife, will not ftay here long. You will foor 
follow. Take care of my children while you live, 
and bring them up in the fear-of Gon. Do not 
fret and fear that you fhall want any neceflary 
thing. Gop has faid, ‘* Leave thy fatherless 

children, and widow; I will preserve them. I 

know he will. I was a fatherlefs child, and con 

ii did preferve me, and [I am fure he will pre- 

ferve my children.’’ 











































He frequently fpoke to thofe that were with : 
him during his ficknefs, and affured them that 
cop would blefs the humble, and penitent :— : 
Would 
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Would blefs them that walked agreeable to his 
will. 


He one day faid to me, “ I have many 
things to fpeak to you. I preffed him to 
{peak on ; but he faid, ** lam too weak now.— 
Should I. live to get more ftrength and eafe I 
fhall ; but if I fhould nor, this I tell you, go 
on to serve GoD, You will not repent it. Live near 
him. You have your infirmities. Watch over 
yourfelf. Give not your enemies an advantage. 
You cannot ftay long after me, therefore, be you 


alfo ready.’’ 


He one day defired me to read for him. 
{ afked if there was any particular paflage he witfhed 
read, andhe told meto read the 57th Chap. of 
Mfaiah. After I read ithe told me he had often 
thought of the firft part of that Chapter :— 
‘© The righteous perifh, and no man layeth it to 
heart, and merciful men are taken away, none con- 
fidering that the righteous is taken away from the 
evil to come.—He fhall enter into peace, they 
{hall reft in their beds, each one walking in up- 
rightnefs.”” I cannot recollect he ever faid 
he wifhed to live ; but feeméd anxious to be 
out of mifery, and be with curistr. Itold him 
he ought to wait with patience. He granted it, 
and would fay, ‘* May Gop give me patience to 
wait, and pardon my impattence.”’ 


Another time when I was with him, I read 
the following Hymn in Rippon’s Selection :-—~

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One day a gentleman being prefent, and 
caring fome of his conv erfation, faid, “he is 
the moft furprifing man I ever faw. Notwith- 
ftanding he is fo excethive ill, and his family in 
tears about him, he talks of death with as much 
compoture, as he could of going to bed !”?

He told 
them he was going to Heaven, and hoped to meet 
them there. e exhorted his fifter, to feek 
Gop, and be prepartd to meet him. His fer- 
vants too he exhorted to ferve cop ; and often 
lamented that he had been fo negligent in his duty— 
when fo many of his acquaintance were in igno- 
rance, that he had not endeavored to inftruct them, 

and point out to them the neceffity of a change of 
heart and life. He was well affured of the neceffi- 

ty of a death to fin, and anew birth to righteoufnefs. 


On the 26th day of December, the day of his 
diffolution, he fent for his oldeft deugheer, who 
came with her hufband. A fhort time before his 
departure, he took them by their hands, and faid, 
“* My dear children I am going. Prepare to meet 
me.’’ in a fhort time after, putting his hands 
together, his foul left thé clay, and took its fight 
to the realms of blifs.

M... SARAH HOGG, formerly 2 Rodert- 
sou, was born of poor, but honeft parents, near the 
place of her late refidence, in the year of our Lord, 

1763. She fuftained the lofs of her mother when 


‘Ire ftood moft inneed of maternal care and coun- 
é fel. 
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fel. With this event, the charge of an infant-fif- 
ter devolved on her, and, though fhe remained 
with her father, was entirely at her own direc- 
tion. 


After conducting very defervingly in this fit- 
uation, for fome time, fhe married Mr. James 
Hogg, by whom fhe had but one child—a fon 
called James. Sheraifed her fifter reputably, and 
had the pleafure, fome years ago, to fee her a wife. 
Her fon, marrying young, had three children be-~ 
fore her death. 


Early in life fhe was the fubject of religious 
impreflions, which preferved her in the moft peri- 
lous circumftances, and gradually encreafed with 
her years. She was baptized after fhe was a 
mother, by the laterev. Joieph Cook, and continu- 
ed from that time until her deceafe a moft worthy 
member of the Euhaw Church. 


The affection and tendernefs of this lovely 
woman, manifefted to her hufband, her fon, my- 
felf, and, particularly, toher grand-children, could 
be equalled by none without her naturally fweer, 
and placid difpofition. This, with religion, which 
in the latter part of her life, fhe poffeffed in an emi- 
nent degree, rendered her truly amiable, and much 
re{pected and beloved in all her relations. Asa 
neighbor, friend, and miftrefs, fhe had few equals. 


Her deportment was even, eafy, dignified, and 
affable. It was her evident defire, and delight, to 
ferve and pleafe. In her attachments fhe was con- 
{tant, and fincere, and in her commands, among 
her numerous houfehold, perfectly reafonable and 
gentle. Itisnot known that fhe ever loft a friend, 
or made an enemy.

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Her uncommonly handfome features, improv— 
ed by the moft neat, and plain attire, were {carcely 
ever difcompofed bya frown, and the law of kind. 
nefs never forfook her tongue. 


For the opportunities fhe had enjoyed, fhe 
bore a very agreeable, and edifying part in conver- 
fation, efpecially on religious fubjects, and often 
employed a charming voice in aiding, and not un~ 
frequently in /eading facred mufic. 


Bleffed with an affectionate, and generous 
hufband, and with much more than a competence 
of the good things ef this world, without the leaft 
oftentation, fhe added many charitable deeds to 
the ample round of other duties with which fhe 
adorned the doctrines of Gop our savior. 


But never did her fincerity, and eminence in 
religion fhine in their full force and beauty, ’till 
her friends, numerous as her acquaintance, witnef-~ 
fed the refignation and fortitude with which {fhe 
bore her laft lingering and diftrefling illnefs. 


Though confined five months, and for a con- 
fiderable time fo low that fhe could not bear to be 
moved in her bed, fhe was always rejoicing in 
Gop; and notw ithftanding her unfeigned love, and 
rendernefs to her family, and friends, with the 
greateft ferenity fhe bid them farewell, exprefled 
her defire to be gone, and left us in half an hour, 
without a ftruggle, or agroan, on the 29th of Jan- 
uary, 1800, in the thirty-feventh year of her age.

MR. GEORGE SWICORD’S HAPPY DEATH,

M.. GEORGE SWICORD died on the rith 
of June, 1802, in the 43d year of hisage. Some 
months previous to his death, although in good 
health, he was fenfible of his approaching diffolu. 
tion. He grew fo fond of retirement, and was fo 
dead to his domeftic, and all other worldly con- 
cerns, that his affectionate wife often afked him, 
with concern, the reafon of his melancholy, and 
why fhe was fo frequently deprived of his compa- 
ny. The substance of his replies was, that he was 
endeavoring to prepare for another world. The 
advances he made in heavenly-mindednefs, and re~ 
Iigious ] joy, were very vifible for feveral of the laft 
weeks of his life, in all his conduct and converfa- 
tion. It deferves to be particularly remarked, that 
when the buftles of the family were hufhed into 
filence by fleep, it became his cuftom to walk 
alone, view the fparkling heavens, and meditate 
on the glories of his deftined home. At times, 
his foul was filled, and fired, by thefe delightful 
contemplations, with fuch extacies, that he could 
not refrain from awaking Mrs. Swicord, to afk her, 
with aftonifhment, how fhe could fleep while the 
glory of Gop. was thinning fo confpicuoufly around 
them, and to exhort her to partake of his elevated 
and holy pleafures. Tbese, even during his laft 
illnefs, fo far from being intercepted, were evi- 
dently increafed—and to fuch a degree, that his 
conftant defire was to be gone, while he would 
often cry out, as he did with his laft breath, “‘ O 
that f could but relate what I discover I” 


He has left an amiable widow, three lovely 
children, 
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children, and the Church of which hé was an ex. 
cellent Deacon, to mourn his lofs below, while he 
doubtlefs fings redeeming grace above.

: \ ITH the innumerable humane and benevoxw 
lent inftitutions which reflect diftinguifhed luftre 
on the vilible Kingdom of Jjrsus cHRIST, we 
may now clafs, Tbe Savaunabh. Female Assylum— 
Nothing, perhaps, which could be faid of this very 
amiable Society, weuld afford the reader more 
pleafure, or da the inftitution a greater honor, than 
the following extracts, taken almoft verbatim from 
their records ;— 


‘¢ fr was fuggefted, in November, 1801, that 
a charitable Society, in Savannah, compofed of 
Ladies, forthe purpose of supporting and educating 
helpless orpbans, and forméd on the principles of 
fimilar inftitutions in the northern ftates, might be 
productive of the happieft effects. 


«* A purpofe fo beneficent met the warmeft 
approbation of all to whom it was mentioned. 


«© With much fuccefs, a fubfcription to raife 
the neceflary funds was immediately circulated 
with the annexed preamble, plan and rules :—~ 


‘© Jt is matter of certainty, that nowithftand- 
ing the attention paid to the poor in this city; many 
iemale orphans fuffer for want of carly patronage. 
To afford this is at once a pleafing and judicious 
application of benificence and care. | 


f While 
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«© While we characteriftically feel tor the dif- 
treffed of all defcriptions, we are ier deeply pen- 
etrated with the {ufferings of our own fex; and 
having the happinefs, by the difpofals of a merciful 
Providence, to rank with the children of profperi- 
ty, with lively fenfations of pleafure and gratitude, 
we embrace the opportunity, now! in our hands, 
to lay the foundation of an inftitution that may 
prove a blefling to thoufands of unfortunate fe- 


males. 


** Our design is to raise funds for the benefit 
of female orphans, and other poor children, from 
three to ten years of age, and to board them with 
some capable discreet woman, who shall teach them te 
read, write, sew, and do all kinds of domestic bust~ 
ness, until they are old enough to be placed in vir- 
tuous families. 


** As tending to execute this p/an, our ftated 
meetings fhall be held annually, on the firft Tuef- 
day in May, whena board confifting of fourteen 
Ladies, each fubfcribing the fum of three dollarsa 
year, fhall be elected by a majority of the con. 
vened fubfcribers, and votes may be given, at any 
time, in perfon, or by proxy. 


‘© This Board fhall choofe, from among them. 
felves, a firft, and fecond Direc¢trefs, two Secreta- 
ries, and-a Treafurer, and fhall have the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the Affylum : Particularly, 
they fhall fee that the children are well ufed, cloth- 
ed, and inftructed, at the expence of the Society.

Lord’s day to public worfhip, and fhall endeavor to 
imprefs their minds with a becoming fenfe of sop 
and religion, and ofthe great importance ofa 
modeft and virtuous behavior.

This highly refpectable Board, fenfible that 
their fuccefs would effentially depend on the quali-

of engaging, in this important capacity, the pious 
and venerable Mrs. Myers. 


Under the care of this deferving matron, they 
have fince had the happinefs of placing, 


Elizabeth Bunyan, Amelia Rudelph, 
Thany Hughes, Melissa Neezman, and 
fun Harris, Catharine Hover,— 


all lately under the chilling influence of ad- 
verfity ; but now, neatly attired, well fed, and affid- 
uoully inftructed, infpire, in every benevolent be- 
holder, the moft pleafing reflections. 


The miferies from which the hand of benevo- 
lence, in its faireft form, has {natched them, ‘the 
group of accumulating evils which they would, 
probably, have propagated, and entailed, the feli- 
city, they are now like to poffefs, and diffeminate, 
ard the graces they exercife, and improve, in ob- 
taining their education, open an exhilarating, and 
boundlefs profpect to the truly enlightened eye. 


That a difcerning public have viewed this 
Assylum in a juft light, is not {fo evident from its 
having feventeen hundred dollars at lawful intereft, 
as from its confifting of about two hundred mem- 
bers, who are worthy of a Howard’s praife, and 
with whom the celebrated Hannahs, Moore, and 
Adams, would think it a pleafure, and an ‘honor to 
aflociate. 

In fine, it is more than prefumable, that 
while their complicated affairs continue to be cén- 
ducted, and recorded, with rectitude, ability, ac- 
curacy, and elegance, they will ever experience 


the liberal fupport of an admiring community.

I truft the day of abounding iniquity is far fpent 
in our regions, and that the fun of public tranf- 
greffion is finking behind the high mountains of 
Ifracl. The torp reigneth, and the inhabi- 
tants of the land begin to rejoice in his victories. 
The hands of fome of the wicked are weakened, 
and others are quite unnerved. In general, the 
attention of the people is captivated, and the aw~ 
tul neceflity of experimental religion is more and 
more acknowledged. Worfhiping congregations, 
of late, are very much increafed, and ferioufly af- 
fected. Deep-fetched fighs, and weeping mur- 
murs are frequently heard, but not many loud 
cries. Thofe in whofe hearts the heavenly {word 
has done its office are chiefly, yet, laboring under 
the anguifh of the wound. A few, however, have 
rejoiced to have it in their power to announce to 
thofe that fear the Lorn, that health is reftored to 
their fouls. The cry, ‘* Come over and belp us,”’ 


has become almoft inceflant. The people are 
preached 
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preached to, day and night, and yet it falls verp 
thert of fulfilling their wifhes.’’

| Havinc deferred anfwering your laft 
favor, *till I had gratified my curiofity in vifiting 
the emphatically great meeting, at the Waxéaws, 
I can now communicate my fentiments on the 
wonderful fubject, and give you news. 





‘* There were at the loweft calculation, five 
thoufand people affembled on the circumference 
of about fifteen acres of woodland. It was a 
fhady grove, on the {ummit of a lofty hill. Men, 
women, and children had tents, and lived on the 
eround day and night. We fometimes, all night, 
had exhortations, and there were thoufands of 
fleeplefs eyes. 

Hundreds, perhaps, fell down and cried out 
for mercy. The fcene was folemn and affecting.

4, 4, 5, and 6, an analyfis of 
which was requefted for infertion, after thefe min- 
utes, in the Repository. 


After a fhiort intermiffion, the delegates met 
in the Baptift Church, had their letters read, 
chofe a Mo derator and Clerk, requetted brother 
Screven to afiiftin their deliberations, and pro-

I. Refolved, unanimoufly, that conftdering 
the diftance of the neareft places in which our Af- 
fociations are held, and the diftinguithed advanta- 
ges of fuch bodies, the few unaflociated Churches 
reprefented by us, being in the {mall compafs of 
forty miles, and pofleffed, collectively, of eight 
hundred members, fhould, for their mutual advan-~ 
tage, de, and hereby are, coalesced, and denominas 
ted, The Savannah Association. 


IJ. Conceiving that, from the diverfified 
opinions among men, refpecting the fyftem con- 
tained in the holy {criptures, there arifes a neceffi- 
ty for explicitly declaring what we believe, in re- 
ference to this important poiat, reso/ved to adopt, 
as expreflive of our fentiments, and the condu : 
we wifh to purfue, the confetlion of faith w ee 
was publifhed in the year of our Lord, 1688, by 
the minifters and meflengers of upwards of one 
hundred Baptift Churches, in England and Wales ;

eood of the Churches may feem to require. 


VI. Agreed, that the members of this body, 
when engaged in bufinefs, fhall addrefs each other 


as brethren, and, on their minutes, appear in no 
other relation. 


VII. Agreed, that our next feffion be held in 
Savannah, the Saturday before the third Sunday in 
January, 1803.

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Or, did you fo early dire& your eyes to thé 
fun of righteoufnefs, that you were infenfible of 
its influence until it arofe, in all its effulgence, and 
difperfed the native darknefs of the mind? Still, 
brethren, the difference is only in mode. The 
fame f{pirit beams on you all. The fame hope of 
your calling animates you all. O let the voice of 
affection, and harmony be reciprocated ’till you 
arrive at the full poffeffion of our common hope ! 


3. There is one LORD—One yEsus, who faves 
to the utmoft, all who rely on the efhcacy of his 
great atonement. 


We do not defire to build upon any other 
foundation befides that which is laid—curist 
jesus. On this impregnable rock let us rear the 
church, that holy building whofe fummit will 
pierce the fkies. 


Brethren, you muft give your mutual infpec- 
tion, left part of this holy fabric fhould confift of 
wood, hay, and ftubble, inftead of gold, filver, and 
precious ftones. ‘The fubtilty of our hearts would 
perfuade us that an ordinance, a pious defcent, or 
a few paltry actions, performed from no matter 
what ktnd of motives, may merit orat leaft fecute 
an eternal weight of glory ! But can our duties, 
very imperfect, at beft, deferve eternal happinefs ? 
Duties which, if there is any thing right in them 
muifi flow from the graceof cop ? Does not cop 
work in us both to will and to do ? If we believe 
the gofpel, is it not he who gave us faith ?

And 
again, ‘‘except a man take up his crofs daily, and 
follow me, he cannot be my difciple.’? Inttead of 
gratifying, are we not required to mortify the deeds 


of the body ?- 


Is it not declared that all things that offend, 
or that are contrary to the word, and will of cop, 
fhall be gathered out of his kingdom, and caft into 
a furnace of fire? The church of curisrisa gar- 
den enclofed, and we muft guard again{t too great 
a laxity in difcipline, left this holy enclofure be in- 
fefted with the deftructive, and abominable. 

° 

On the other hand we fhould guard, with 
equalcare, againft refufing thofe whom the Lorp 
has réceived. We fhould by no means, undera 
pretence to a Zeal for purity, hedge the entrance 
into the church with fabrications of our own, to 
retard the approach of the timid, and difconfolate, 
which we ought to feduloufly encourage. Our be— 
nevolence muft con{ftrain us to procure as general a 
reception as poflible, of our faith, or system. Happy 
are thofe, and only thofe, who are brought by any 
means, to adopt it! Under its influence and di- 
rection, whilft we toil for others, we amafs a trea~ 
{ure for ourfelves. Inreaching forward to gain a 
prize in the heavens, we enjoy as much of it, on 
earth as our unpurified nature will admit. Adfilt 

yourfelves, 
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youfelves, brethren, and you profit us; affift us, 

and you profit yourfelves. Glorious reciprocity 
of interefts, peculiar to our divine fyftem. With 
us, the weak are as fafe as the {trong ; and to be- 
come great, one mutt be the fervant ofall. Our 
falvation is common—our feaft is univerfal. Al] 
are not only invited, many are conftrained to come 
and partake. Contraft with this, the fanguinary 
fyftem of our proud, and difdainful opponents. 
How many muft become menials, and obey the 
hardeft requirements, before the lords of the earth 
can be furrounded with the pomp of wealth, and 
the trophies of power ! How many mutt famifh to 
make their feafts fumptuous | How many bleed to 
grace their triumphs ! 


. There is one baptism—* It is mere frifiug,’’ 
fays ‘doctor Doddridge, ‘to object from hence 
againit water-Saptism, fince there can be no room 
to oppofe that to the éaptesm of the spirit ; and 
itis very plain, that the Apostle, while he declared 

that there was but on 4apiism, practifed that of 
water.’?

have feen and heard things which no tongue can 
tell, no pen can paint, nor language defcribe. I 
would willingly give you a correct detail of thefe 
aftonifhing events, but am fenfible of my inability 
to fet them ina light that would do them juf- 
tice. As faras I amable, however, I will fatisfy 
the curiofity I may have excited. 

On the fecond inftant, agreeably to a previ-~ 
Ous appointment, there was a great meeting of 
Prefbyterians, Baptitts, Methoditts, and others, at 
Nazareth, to revive, and extend true religion. 
The grove wherein they pitched their camp, was 
near the waters of Tyger River, and as it lay be- 
tween two hills gently inclining towards “each 
other, was well adapted to their purpofe. The 
firftt day was taken up in encampment until 2 
an dg when divine fervice commenced, with 
preaching the gofpel, and was concluded witha 
very ferious, and folemn exhortation. Aftetwards 
the evening was {pent in finging, and praying al- 
ternately. “About fun-down the people were dif- 
miffed to their refpective tents. By this time the 
countenances of all began to be fhaded by the 
clouds of folemnity, and to affumeé an unufual af- 
pect. At io o’clock tyo young men were lying 
{peechlefs, motionlefs,; and; sometimes, to all ap- 
pearance, except in the mere act of ‘breathing; 
dead. Betore day, five others were in the fame 
condition. The whole night was fpent in rea— 
ding, and commenting on the word of cop, 
finging, prayet, and exhortation. 

As the light of the fun began to dawn, the 
multitude engaged in what may be cailed family 
worship ; the adjacent tents collecting in groups, 
here and there, all round the line. The place of 
public worfhip was early repaired to by a nume 
rous throng. Preaching, finging, exhortation, 
and prayer, by minifters of all denominations, pre- 

E fent, 
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fent, continued until 2 o’clock. An intermiffiors 
of fome minutes then took place, and it was found 
that the concourfe was too vaft to hear one fpeaker, 
although the ground rifing about the ftage theatri- 
cally, afforded aid to the voice. Hence the af= 
fembly divided, and divine fervice was performed 
at two ftages. 

An animating, and energetic zeal in the 
fpeakers was now obfervable, as well as an aftoni- 
fhingly folemn attention in the hearers. Thefe 
exercifes were continued until, and through the 
night, while many were ftricken, and numbers 
brought to the ground. 

The fucceeding morning, which was the fabs 
bath, exhibited, if poffible, a ftill more interefting 
fcene. Singing and prayer, until 8 o’clock, 
echoed, from every quarter, through the whole 
grove. 

Then public worfhip commenced again, at 
both ftages, before two great and crowded affem- 
blies. 

The preaching, in point of orthodoxy, and 
power, I never heard furpaffed ; and, under it, no 
words could adequately pourtray the appearance of 
the audiences. Imagine to yourfelf thoufands un- 
dera deep fenfe of the greateft pofitble danger, 
anxious to be informed of all that related to their 
deareft interefts, in the prefence of a counfellor, 
who, laboring with all his ftrengvh, fhould be en- 
devoring to fhow the only way to fecurity, and you 
may have fome faint conception of this {pectacle. 

The two firft fermons were followed by the 
adminiftration of the torp’s fupper. To this fat 
down about four-hundred, of different, though I 
am forry to add, not of all sincerely christian 
denominations, fo own the same Gop, the same 
SAVIOR, the same sanctifier, and the same eternal 
dome. 


Fhe 
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The evening exercifes, though greatly in- 
ferrupted by the inclemency of the weather, pro- 
ereffed as ufual, until about dark, when there com- 
menced one of the moft fublime, awfully intereft- 
ing, and glorious fcenes which could poffibly be 
exhibited on this fide of eternity. The penetra- 
ting fighs, and excruciating ftruggles of thofe un- 
der a lively fenfe of their guilt, and danger—the 
grateful, and rapturous exultations of fuch as 
were brought to the knowledge of the way of falva- 
tion—mingled with the charms of mufic, and the 
folemnity of prayer—while a variety of the ftrong- 
eft paffions were depicted, and ftrikingly contraf- 
ted in numerous countenances—bowed the ftub- 
born neck of infidelity, filenced the profane tongue, 
and melted hearts of adamant into fympathetic 
emotions. 

This fcence continued through the night :— 
Monday-morning dawned on thefe exercifes. At 
about half paft feven o’clock, they were fucceed-~ 
ed by public preaching, finging, prayer, and exhor- 
tation. At length the bufinefs clofed with an ad- 
drefs very energetic, and appropriate. In the 
courfe of this day many were ftriken, numbers of 
whom fell. Parting was, perhaps, one of the moft 
moving, and affecting fcenes that prefented itfelf 
through the whole. Families who had never feen 
each other until they met on that ground, with 
flowing tears of affection, and joy, formed attach- 
ments, which, although they may never meet again, 
fhall never be diffolved. 

Not a quarter of an hour before I mounted 
my horfe to come away, I faw what would not 
only haveafforded pleafure tothe plaineft obferver, 
but to the profoundeft philofopher. The cafe to 
which I allude was that of a young Lady—one of 
three fifters who fell near the clofe of the fervice. 


Her countenance, moftly, indicated pleafing fen- 
fations ; 
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fations; but fometimes, when for the {pace of a 
minute fhe would lofe them, her features evinced 
the greateft diftrefs. By the expreffive lineaments 
of her face, | could fee when her afflictive prof. 
pect rofe, as plainly as ever I faw the fun’s light 
obicured by the over-pafling clouds. In her hap. 
py moments, fhe awakened, in my recollection, 
Milton’s lively picture of Eve when in a ftate of 
innocence. oa ; 
Another very extraordinary cafeoccurred at the 
moment of my departure. | 
Two men difputing, the one for, the other. 
againft the work, referred their conteft to a clergy- 
man of refpectability who happened to be paffing 
that way. He immediately took holdof the hand of 
the unbeliever and thus addrefied him : “ If you were 
in your heart’s defire to wait onthe means of grace, 
Gop would fhow you the truth. You may expect mer- 
cy to vifit you, but remember, my hand for it, it will 
coft you fomething ; a ftroke would not now come 
ata fuccefslefs hour.’*, Scarcely had thefe words 
dropped from his lips, when the man was onthe 
ground, pleading for an intereft in the kingdom of 
heaven, and begging pardon of cop for difhonor~ 
ing him and his caufe through unbelicf ! This 
man, it feems, was pious, and oppofed the work in 

queition from confcientious motives. 
' — ‘Two other men, who had been in the crowd, 
where many were lying under thefe fingular ope~ 
rations, alarmed by their own feelings, attempted 
to run off. ‘One, leaving his hat, in hatte, ran 
about twenty, or thirty paces, and fell on his face ; 
while his fhrieks declared the terrors, and an- 
guif under which he labored: The other ran a 
different courfe about fifty yards, and fell ! The 
number of thofe who were {ftricken, could not be 
afcertained ; but I believe it to be much greater 

than moft would conceive. 

| On 
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_ On the fabbath nighr, about 12 or ro clock, 
¥ f{tood alone on a fpot whence I could hear, and 
fee all over the camp, and perceived that the 
work was not confined to one, two or three places, 
but over-fpread the whole field, and in fome large 
crowds the ground appeared _ to be almoft covered. 

In the courfe of a fingle prayer, of about ten 
minutes duration, twelve perfons fell to the ground 
—the majority of whom declared, in terms audi- 
ble and explicit, that they never prayed before. 

There were various conjectures as to the num. 
ber prefent on this memorable occafion :— 

Some fuppofe there were four, fome fix, and 
others eight thoufand. ILhavenot been in the habit 
of fecing fuch multitudes together, and therefore 
do not look upon myfelf capable of reckoning ac— 
curately on the fubje&t: But I think five thousand 
would bea moderate conjecture. The diftri& of 
Spantanburgh, where the a was held, contains 
not lefsthan twelve thoufand fouls. Men of informa. 
tion who refide there, faid that, to a traveller, the 
country would appear almoft depopulated, and hefi- 
tated not to fay two thirds of the inhabitants were 

refent, Befides, there were multitudes from the 
diftrits of Union, York, Laurens, Greenville, 
Pendleton, ‘Abbeville, Chefter and Newbury ; 
and fome from Green, Jackfon, Elbert, and Frank. 
jin counties in the ftate of Georgia. 

In a thinking mind, an approach to the fpot 
of one of thefe meetings occafions aw ful, and yet 
pleafing refections. The ideas which neceffarily 
{trike the mind, are that thoufands move to a point, 
to tell, hear, fee, and feel, the wonderful things, 
and mighty power of cop. 

Believe me, fir, though facts may be mifre- 
gp toripeos no compofition can exaggerate the {pir- 
it, and general complexion of one of thefe mect- 


ings. Fora lively miniature of them, I refer you 
to 
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to abook lately publifhed, entitled, “ Surpristug 
Accounts.’? Inthis, among many ftriking paflages, 
is the following emphatical and defcriptive fen- 
tence :—‘* The slain of the LORD were scattered 
over the fields.’’ 

After taking aview of the general prevalency 
of diffipation, and {flothful neglect in religious af- 
fairs, one of the minifters faid, ‘* These works ape- 
pear like the last efforts of Deity to preserve his 
gburch, and promote the cause of religion on earth.”’ 

To fee the brilliancy, and fublimity of this 
idea, we need only recur to the ftate of fociety for 
a few years back, efpecially in the fouthern ftates, 
wnere Satan, with all his influence, appeared to bé 
Jet loofe, and was going about like a roaring Lion 
feeking whom he might devour. 

This extraordinary work carries init, demone 
ftratively, the truth of the chriftian religion. 

Among the numbers who fall, there are many 
who have paid no attention to the holy {criptures, 
and fome infidels of the deepeft dye, who cry out, 
and confefs their finful {tate by nature, as well as 
practice, theiralienation from Gop, their utter in 
capacity to fatisfy the demands of divine juftice, and 
of courfe, the abfolute neceflity of a mediator, and 
redeemer. I heard none of all thefe diftreffed 
fouls crying out for Mahomet, or the grand-lama:; 
** None but cHRIST,’’ they exclaimed. He was 
their phyfician. On him alone was all their re- 
liance fixed; in him alone was all their depen~ 
dance placed. 

It would be exceedingly difficult to make an 
intelligible reprefentation of the effects of this 
work on the human body. - Some are wholly wrap- 
ped in folitude, while others cannot refrain from 
pouring out their whole fouls in exhortations :— 
Their bodies are varioufly affected, from mild 
fwoons, to convulfive fpafms. The nerves are, 

not 
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fiot unfrequently, feverely cramped, and the lungs 
Violently agitated, fo that they appear as if their 
hearts would bur{t out of their mouths ; yet they 
all declare they feel no bodily diftrefs! After thefe 
alarming appearances fubfide, they complain of 
a forenefs in their breafts. The pulfeof all whom 
Tobferved, beat quick, but regular, and the ex- 
tremities of the body were fome-times cold. ‘Fhe 
fuppofition of their feigning, or of the possibility of 
dissembling, {o as to produce thefe effects, is ut- 
terly futile, and contemptible. [ will conclude, 

my ‘deat fir, with affuring you that all I have writ- 
ten is incompetent to give you any complete idea 
ofthe work. Therefore to you, and all who wifh 
to be informed refpecting it, I fay come, bear, see,

Thoulands kept the 
ground night and day, throughout the folemnity.
